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The SECRET of the BASTONIAS 



HpHIS was my third trip into the jungles of 
Brazil. Had anyone dared to tell me five 
years ago I would now be seated in a dugout 
with my sole companion and guide, I would 
have called them crazy. At that time. I work- 
ed in a drugstore in Boston as a clerk, it was 
on a Friday afternoon that a well dressed 
gentleman asked to see Mr. Frank Martins. 
You can imagine how surprised I was when 
I learned he represented the Gordon Export 
Oil Company. They had heard about my work 
in the Texan Oil fields. Just now, I was tem- 
porarily on -what you call "hard luck" side of 
life. Within a month, I was bound for Brazil 
with a contract in my pocket. My job was to 
go into the interior and look for oil. 

This explains how I happened to be in that 
boat with Cintero Romez. He was also in the 
employ of the Gordon Export Oil Company 
and we had left our base at Porto Coimbo, 
headed for the jungle to visit the Bastoma 
Indians. Reports had come that they were 
using crude oil for their lamps. My job was to 
check the reports and see if an oil field existed. 
Cintero was a small but muscular man, weigh- 
ing about 125 lbs., with coal black hair and 
eyes of the same color. He spoke English, 
French, Spanish, Portugese, and various Indian 
Dialects. It was a rather warm day. "Mr. 
Martins," he said in his low voice which always 
had a monotonous quality to it, "right ahead 
is where we park the boat and head through 
the jungle." We lifted the Loat and brought 
it ashore, turning it upside down to cover such 
equipment as we had to leave behind us. In 
addition to our packs, each of us carried a bag 
of salt weighing about ten pounds. 



One of the hardest things to get in the 
Amazon area is salt. The natives had pro- 
duced a substitute. Around the great giant 
trees that make up the jungle, you find vines 
entwined around the tree trunks. This vine is 



called "Caruri" by the Indians. They dry it 
in the sun for hours. Then they burn it and re- 
duce it to a powder by hammering. They filter 
it by shaking it through leaves which have 
small holes in them. The final salt like product 
is called Sipo. Cintero had suggested, "We 
take salt with us as a gift for the Indians. 
Perhaps they will take us to their village. Then 
we can see if they use oil lamps." That ex- 
plains the extra weight each of us carried. 

Cintero knew the trail but checked with 
his compass. "We head due North for Bastonia 
Territory," he commented, as we stopped Bo 
make camp the first evening. There is an op- 
pressiveness in the Brazilian Jungle, the equal 
of which I have not met any place in thje world. 
As the embers of our fire died. I pointed to the 
Caruri Vines, "Look, Cintero. they almost 
seem to be alive." "If you close your eyes, 
they will vanish from thought and sight." he 
said in a most philosophical manner, though 1 
noticed he kept his right hand near the butt 
of his colt. I did the same and shoved my rifle 
a bit closer to my body, 1 just couldn't sleep. 
Somehow, one of those vines seemed to go 
down the tree and approach me. Was I going 
plain crazy or just seeing things ? It was getting 
closer and closer and I jerked my revolver out 
of the holster, firing two shots at the Vine. 
Cintero jumped from the ground with his gun 
ready. "Who's attacking us?" he shouted. I 
pointed to the Vine on the ground, from which 
blood was oozing. He bent down on one knee 
and examined. "Merciful Mother of Heav- 
en," he half whispered, "you just killed a Co- 
timboia!" And in plam English that means 
a Brazilian variety of the cobra. It has a head 
similar to a club which narrows at the neck. 
It is greenish in color. Since it lies with its 
head down; you may mistake it for a branch 
of a tree or » vine. A Cotimbota can leap from 
four to over five feel. Another second and it 
would have made a dash for me. You better 
get some sleep, I will stand guard," suggested 
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my companion. I was a bit too tired to protest 
and went off into dreamland. 

It was not necessary to cut the vines in order 
to go ahead on the trail. For lunch the next 
day, Cintero shot two parrots, which he clean- . 
ed and then roasted over a fire. His home- 
made spit was most efficient. "Parrot meat and 
Brazilian nuts, you have a feast fit for a king," 
he commented as I ate only half a bird. Maybe 
he was right, but I would have settled for a 
pound of good sirloin steak. It was during our 
second day through the jungle that we heard 
a peculiar rhythm-like beat. Cintero stopped 
and placed his ears to the ground. "Jungle 
message on drums telling the Chief two white 
men are on their way. Also, that we are under 
the protection of the Brazilian and American 
Governments and it is best not to kill or tor- 
ture us." "Nice thought." was my only ob- 
servation. "At least it means they wouldn't 
eat us if they run short of food." "Let's get 
the 'Eggs' ready." said Cintero. We each 
opened our pack and took out a round object. 
These we called "Eggs" but they were really 
a type of spatter-hand grenade, good for close 
fighting- Much more efficient than a rifle if the 
going got to be nasty. 

The next day we hit a large cleanng and we 
could see many round thatched houses. Each 
was built upon piles, as a protection against 
animals and the damp ground when the rainy 
season set in. We heard a variety of noises 
and there at our side was the welcoming com- 
mittee. These natives were giants, I didn't see 
one under six feet Some had white chalk lines 
on their faces. Others had hand carved and 
ferocious looking wooden masks. They were 
armed with spears and every man carried a 
leather shield. One, who was evidently the 
Chief, began to speak for almost five minutes. 
Then he stopped. "What does all this mean>" 
I asked Cintero. "In any language, it means 
get out while the going is good. We are un- 
welcome visitors. Give them the salt." We each 
placed the bag of salt at the feet of the Chief. 
Cintero explained our gift and asked permis- 
sion to stay over night. This was reluctantly 
granted. They put us in a guest house that 
unelled of decaying fish. Then I got a brain 



storm. "Tell the Chief," I said to Cintero. "we 
do not like the dark. We wish a light" A few 
minutes later a lamp with a small burning wick 
was produced. I put my finger into the bowl. 
"Oil," was my one word comment. It didn't 
take much figuring out on the natives* part to 
understand we were looking for oil. 

A group of them began to dance around our 
hut. "What does that gibberish mean?" I ask- 
ed. You could see fear written on Cintero's 
face. "They are telling their friends we would 
make a good meal. Fresh meat has been scarce. 
If they eat us, who will know of their deed!" 
I put my pack on my back, held a rifle in my 
right hand and an egg in my left Cintero got 
ready for action. I threw my erg over their 
heads. There was a deafening roar, a flash, and 
it looked as though half of mother earth was 
going up into the air. Most of the natives fell 
flat on their backs. Cintero looked at me for 
instructions. "A bee line for the trail. We must 
stick together." And then we ran as though 
mad while the frightened natives were trying 
to collect their wits. 

It was something of a nightmare getting 
back to our boat. At the most, only about half 
a mile separated us from the blood hungry pack 
of Bastonia Indians who were after us- At 
night, we could feel them in the distance as 
they carried lighted torches. We made the 
boat early in the morning. "Over with her and 
into the water," 1 shouted. We had to leave 
most of our equipment behind. We must have- 
been a quarter of a mile down the stream when 
the natives hit the shore line. In bitter despair 
some of them threw the remainders of their 
torches in our direction. And then it happened 1 
The water seemed to catch on fire- A blazing 
path was cut right up to a small inlet. "Know 
what that means?" I said half exhausted. 
"Sure," replied Cintero. "They just told us 
che secret of their oil. It comes from the other 
side of the bank which is Brazilian state proper- 
ty. Probably oozing up from the ground at 
that point." Cintero told me, when we got back 
to Porto Coimbo, I was laughing for two hours. 
And why not? Those natives had handed us 
a multi-million dollar gift of oil land because 
they couldn't control their primitive temper'
